Mr. Asquith’s Hopes. 


Persons who expected that the Prime 
Minister's hasty visit to Ireland would 
have inspired him with a full-fledged solu- 
tion of the Irish problem will be disap- 
pointed by his statement in the House of 
Commons yesterday. Mr. Asquith is not a 
miracle worker, and the issues of 
the Irish situation are not in his 
hands.. He told ‘the House that he 
had brought back from Ireland two 
“main dominant impressions.” One is 
that the present machinery of Irish 
government has broken down; the other 
that the feeling that a unique opportunity 
for settlement now exists is strong, deep, 
and universal in Ireland. Mr. Asquith 
was only a week in this country, and, 
although he is an able and observant man, 
his two dominant impressions were 
acquired in a hurry. Their accuracy is 
open to criticism—if anything were to be 
gained by criticism at the present time. 
The remarkable evidence—notably that of 
Major Price—which was given before the 
Royal Commission in Dublin yesterday 
does not prove that the existing machinery 
of Irish government has collapsed, It 
proves merely that during the last few 
years the machinery was in the hands of 
careless and incompetent men. If, as 
Mr. Asquith suggests, there is a universal 
desire for a reconstitution of Irish govern‘ 
ment, the task which he has assigned to 
Mr. Lloyd George should offer few diffi- 
culties. All Irishmen know, however, 
that the desire for settlement, while it 
may be strong and deep, is so far from 
being universal that a large and very im- 
portant section of the Irish people insists 
to-day, as it has always insisted, on being 
“let alone.” If statesmen could evolve a 
really fair and promising scheme of Irish 
government which would leave Ulster 
wholly untouched, it would be accepted 
with little difficulty, and we could all 
afford to be optimists. The best /Irish- 


men, Unionist and Nationalist, agree, how- | 


ever, that Ulster is an integral of 
Ireland ; and Ulster, as Mr. ról girs 
said many times, and repeated yesterday, 
must not, and cannot, be coerced. We 
mention these obvious facts, not with 
the object .of di i man's

generous hopes, but in order that the full 


dimensions of the problem may be kept 
steadily before the public mind. In this 
matter a too crag trust in R. L. Ste 
venson’s saying “to travel hopefull 
is better than to arrive” tay lead us far 
astray. : 

Having said so much by way of warn- 
ing, we desire to express our complete 
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fought side by side in France should 
to arms against, one another when they 
comé back to Ireland. We believe that 
the desire for a peaceful issue out of all 
our political afflictions is stronger in Ire 
land to-day than it has been for a long 
time. We have just withdrawn our feet 
from the very edge of anarchy. The 
escape has sobered us, and there are few 
in whom it has not provoked some search- 
ings of conscience. We do not know 
whether a settlement is possible which 
will unite Irishmen of all parties in a 
common effort to make Ireland great and 
prosperous. [If it is found to be possible. 
we shall rejoice; certainly, we shall not 
accept the grave responsibility of putting 
a single obstacle in its way. There must 
be, of course, certain universally. admitted 
conditions of such a settlement. It must 
be fair to all parties and interests; 
it must. be free from the faintest 
suspicion of coercion; it must be 
based on a spirit of unswerving loyalty to 
Imperial aims. Such a settlement— 
the only possible settlement—will tax all 
the genius and resources of British states- 
manship. Mr. Asquith has put the pre- 
liminary negotiations in the hands of Mr. 
Lloyd George, who has an enviable repu- 
tation for his gift of bringing people to- 
gether. For the moment criticism, unless 
it be helpful and constructive criticism, 
is out of place. The rule of silence which 
Sir Edward Carson and Mr. Redmond im- 
posed on themselves yesterday is an 
example which Irish Unionists and Nation- 
alists will be wise to follow.

Food Production. 


Mr. T. W. Russell was well advised in 
his refusal yesterday to permit Mr. 
Farrell to drag the Council of Agriculture 
in the track of the rebellion. The Council 
has plenty to engage its attention in its 
proper province. Several matters of 
importance were discussed at yesterday s 
meeting, but none was of equal import- 
ance with the question of increasing the 
supply of home-grown food. Last year 
there was an increase in the case of almost 
every crop grown in the country ; the addi- 
tion to the ploughed land amounted to 
over eighty thousand acres. In his ad- 
dress yesterday the Vice-President said 
that he had every reason to believe that 
there had been a further enlargement of 
our food-producing area. The Council 
resolved that, with a view to encouraging 
the growth of wheat, the Department 
should grant loans to backward districts, 
in order to secure suitable milling facili- 
ties for residents in such districts. It is 
idle, we suppose, to expect that the De- 
partment should foster throughout the 
country such experiments in co-operative 
milling as have been made with success 
at Mullingar and elsewhere. While he

BRITISH OFFICIAL.

Artillery 
on both sides has been. active at many points 
of the line, principally near Gommecourt, 
at Arras, on the Vimy Ridge, opposite 
Hulluch and Wytschaete.

FRENCH OFFICIAL.

Yesterday afternoon’s French communiqué

On the left bank of the Meuse there was 
a pretty intense artillery duel in the Hill 304 
sector, and on the Mort Homme-Cumiéres 
front. 

In the course of the night we made progress 
with hand grenades in the thickets to the 
east of the village of Cumiéres. 

[he enemy made no attempt to attack. On 
the right bank a strong German attack suc 
ceeded in gaining a foothold in one of our 
trenches to the north of the Haudromont 
quarries. 

The continuous bombardment was very 
violent on both sides in the Douaumont region. 
but was not ace@mpanied by any infantry 
action. On the rest of the front the night was 
comparatively calm. 

Last night's French communiqué states : 

On the left bank of the Meuse the activity 
of the enemy’s artillery increased during the 
day against our positions on Hill 304. On 
the right bank, after a violent bombardment, 
the Germans, about five in the afternoon. de 
livered a series of attacks between Haudro- 
mont Wood and the Thiaumont Farm. All 
.these attacks were repulsed with heavy losses, 
except at one point, where small enemy parties 
nm a portion oí a trench. 

n the Douaumont region the artillery 
actions continued with great violence on both 
sides. The fire of one of our long range guns 
caused a fire in a German war material store 
at Heudicourt, north-east of St. Mihiel. 

On the rest’ of the front there was inter- 
mittent cannonade. 

In the course of a fight in the air one of 
our pilots brought down a Fokker, which fell 
in the enemy lines te the north of Vaux.

SIR NEVILLE CHAMBERIAIN’S 
EVIDENCE. 
Sir Neville Chamberlain, Inspectot-General 


of the Royal Irish Constabulary, who was 
the first witness, then proceeded to give his 


document. He explained that the system en- 
forced in the Royal Irish Constabulary to 
obtain information regarding what went on in 
Ireland has been in existence for maby years. 
It was the outcome of experiencé gained 
during such periods of unrest as that 
of the Fenian rising and that of the early 
“eighties."” Sir Neville then procepded to 
explain the system, and mentioned that the 
sergeant in charge of every station sent on 
information to the District Inspector. who, 
after making such inquiries as were necessary, 
forwarded a report to the .County Inspector. 
The latter had special men to assist him in 
such matters, and he forwarded the informa. 
tion in a covering report to headquarters, 
where a Special Private Information Branch 
existed. Every report containing information 
was furnished by witness to the Under Secre- 
tary for the information of the Government. 
At the beginning of the war witness men- 
tioned that he laced an experienced officer, 
Major Price, at the disposal of the) military 
authorities. 


FACILITIES FOR CARRYING ARMS. 


Before proceeding to deal with the 
growth and development of Sinn Fein and the 
events leading up to the recent rebellion, Sir 
Neville said that he desired to draw attention 
to the facilities afforded in recent years for 
carrying arms. The Peace Preservation Act, 
otherwise known as the Arms Act, wae re- 
pealed in .906, and at that time he recorded a 
strong protest against its abandonmént, as it 
would result in the accumulation of large 
stores of ammunition and arms in the coun- 
trv. At that time the Under Secretary was, 
he thought, Sir Antony MacDonnell. 
On the lapse of the Peace Preservation Act, 
facilities were afforded for the atquisition 
and carrying of arms. On the lapse of that 
Act he made a report in which he puggested 
the extension of the Pistols Act of 1903 to 
Ireland, as its restrictions, though small, 
would be a safeguard, some safeguard, against 4 
the purchase of revolvers for imprpper pur- 
poses, and he pointed out that the lapse of 
the Peace Preservation act would iresnit in 
the formation of rifle clubs in many places. 
He suggested in the same report a closer 
supervision of the vendors of arms and ex- 
plosives, that some direct obligation be 
placed on them to see that the persons to 
whom they sold explosives were duly certi- 
ficated, and r sed to register their sales— 
precautions which were not made pbigatory 
until within the last few months, when they 
were brought within the scope of the Defence 


of the Realm Regulations. |

The growth of the Sinn Fein movement arose 
out of the various disloyal societies which 
had existed in Ireland prior to 1905, or 
which came into being under various names, 
since 1905. He had furnished reports on 
these matters. For sqme years between 1906 
and 1912 the movement fluctuated a good 
deal, and it seemed to have merely afforded 
the usual clique of extremists a means of 
airing their sedition without apparently 
doing much harm. One of the agents of the 
movement who from its commencement took 
a prominent part in its activities went to 
America and received some support frogn the 
Clan-na-Gael there. . Later on they had 
another extremist extolling the policy of 
Home Rule, and discussing the probability 
of an attack on England by Germany, and 
urging the necessity for the Gaelic Association 
and the Clan-na-Gael to be ready for any 
activity. Dublin had remained the centre 
of the movement hitherto. In 1907 it ex- 
tended to certain districts of the country, 
and the branches had inereased from 30 to 
74. In 1908 evidence went to show that the 
bond between the Sinn Fein and the Irish 
Republican Brotherhood had become closer, 
ro the object of the two bodies was prac- 
tically the same. It was also evident that 
the extreme section of the Gaelic Association 
had endorsed* the Sinn Fein doctrines. The 
branches of the Sinn Fein Association con- 
tinued to increase, and in 1910 its activities 
were directed to the capture of the pro- 
vinees. This at first resulted in little success, 
put in a few places their numbers were 
strong enough to make a show of opposition 
mm connection with the Coronation of King 
George.

In that yeat the Countess Markievicz came 
into prdéminence by establishing the National 
Boy Scouts, which was really a training 
ground for young rebels. In 1911 interest 
tn the movement was kept alive by means 
of occasional violent speeches. The annual 
Sinn Fein Convention was held in Dublin in 
Oqtober in that year, and its report went to 
show that its aims and most important work was 
the formation of extremist committees. One 
of the extremists at a meeting in Glasgow 
in 1912 spoke of a revolution in Ireland in 
the near future. which would end in total 
separation from England. Later in that year 
it was ascertained that money was coming 
from America to the Sinn Fein party for 
revolutionary purposes, and revolutionary 
doctrines were being advocated at meetings. 
Un the question of Home Rule they came 
into antagonism with. the Irish party, the 
Sinn Feiners declaring they would accept no 
measure which “ leaves a single vestige of 
British rule in Ireland."’

TRADE AFTER THE WAR.

The Council of the London Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday adopted the report of 
the Special Committee appointed to consider 
problems connected with trade during and 
after the war. The Committee have devoted 
their attention mainly to the fiscal proposal, 
with the object of securing preferential 
reciprocal trading between all parts of the 
British Empire, and between the Empire and 
her Allies, with favourable treatment for 
neutrals, and for regulating trade relations 
with enemy countries. Broadly speaking, 
the Committee think this could all be done 
by tariffs, as a better course than prohibi- 
tion of imports. from any country, which 
might prove unworkable in practice, and is 
in any event surrounded with difficulties. 
The Committee, therefore, recommended tem- 
porary tariffs, pending a scientific system 
which it is assumed a Royal Commission 
would be appointed to evolve. The Govern- 
ment should be urged to endeavour to get 
Allied countries to impose special dues on 
Allied shipping, with ive years’ preference 
for British Empire shipping... The main 
objects to be achieved would be to provide 
for mutual  tradin regulations between 
various parts of the Mises, increasing trade 
between the Allies and the British Empire, 
to widen the basis of British taxation, and 
produce revenue to assist in meeting the cost 
of the war, and penalise the trade and 
shipping of present enemy countries with the 
British Empire and Allied countries.

LECKY DIVORCE BILL.

Yesterday, in the House of Lords, Viscount 
Haldane and Lords Sumner, Parmcer, an 
Wrenbury gave a second reading to the bill 
promoted by Lieutenant hugh Lecky to dis 
solve his marriage with Annie Margaret Lecky, 
his present wife, and to enavie him to marry 
again. The bill was not opposed. 

Mr. James Roberts, jon behalf of the peti- 
tioner, told their lordships that the parties 
were married at- the Parish Church of Billy, 
County Antrim, in July, 1905, and 
that hey cohabited together as 
husband and wife at Beardiville 
intil September, 1906, when the wife leit 
her husband and went to stay with friends. 
By the good ‘offices of those friends a recon- 
ciliation was secured, and in March, 1907, 
Mrs. Lecky came back to her husband’s 
house, but refused to resume cohabitation. 
There she lived until 1915. There were no 
children of the marriage. On war breaking 
out Mr. Lecky, who was a solicitor, enlisted 
in the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. Shortly after 
their marriage a friend of his wife s, a Mr. 
Robert Fox Goodman, had visited them, and 
it was the subsequent misconduct of his wife 
with this man that gave occasion for the bill. 
While stationed at the Curragh the 
etitioner came home at one week-end, and 
end Goodman with Mrs. Lecky. After his 
military training Mr. Lecky was sent out to 
Gallipoli, and was invalided home from Suvla 
Bay. After leaving hospital and the  con- 
valescent home he stayed a short time with 
his mother, and on November 9, 1915, he re- 
ceived the following letter from his wife, ad- 
dressed from Hunter’s Hotel, Newrathbridge, 
Rathnew, Co. Wicklow :—‘ My dear Hugh,— 
I often told you there was no use going on 
with things as they were, so I have gone away, 
and am staying here with Bobbie, and intend 
to stay with him. There is no use 
asking me to go — back, even 
you think of doing so, as I will not go. I 
shall only go back to St. Mark’s to pack up 
my few things. I will never live there 
again.—Yours, Nan.”’ 

As a corisequence, he caused inquiries to be 
made, ang discovered that his wife was stay- 
ing with Robert Fox Goodman at Newrath- 
bridge Hotel as Mrs. Goodman. 

Lieutenant Hugh Lecky gave evideyce in 
corroboration of counsel’s statement. 

Their lordships, having satisfied themselves 
that matters connected with the case were 
in order, read the bill a second time.

LOSSES OF DUBLIN TRADERS. 


Mr. T. M. HEALY, having asked the Pre- 
sident of tne Board of Trade whether the 
Government, in view of the heavy losses 
suffered by Dublin traders, would now give 
better facilities for the trapsit of goods by 
rail to Holyhead, and thence by sea, as a 
month had hitherto been required to ge stock 
through, which, before the war, could be sent 
in 24 hours, was informed by Mr. Pretyman 
that he communicated with the London 
and North-Western Railway Company on this

CONSOLIDATED FUND BILL. 

On the order for the second reading of the 
Consolidated Funa Bill, 

Mr. HOGGE called attention to what he 
described as the niggardly administration of 
the pensions payable to soldiers and sailors 
Gischarged from the service on account of 
diseases contracted in or aggravated while on 
service. 

Sir CHARLES HENRY camplained that 
soldiers discharged from tue Army were sent 
back into civil life without being given any 
distinctive badge to show that they had 
served in the Army. We thought that the 
time had arrived when these men should be 
given medals, and he urged the War Office 
to consider the question. 

Colonel YATE asked what was the real 
cause of the retention in the service of so 
many medically unfit men. 

Mr. TENNANT replied, and promised that

In reply to Colonel Yate, he said the stand- 
dard of fitness for general service was as nigh 
to-day as it was at the beginning of the war.

The Army Council 
had no desire that men unfit for general 
service should be passed into the ranks.

Sir Roger Casement was doing when the war 
broke out, but in December, 1914, he was 
found in camp at Limburg, in Germany, where 
British prisoners who belonged to Irish regi- 
ments had been collected. Sir Roger Case- 
ment kept going and coming pretty freely. 
Although he was-a_ British subject, he 
solicited the men, numbers. of whom he ad- 
dressed, to join an _ Irish Brigade 
and fight against the King. If 
they accepted the evidence the men 
were to become guests of the German Govern. 
ment, and were to fight for Ireland to win 
Irish independence against England. They 
were told by Sir Roger Casement that were 
Germany to win a sew battle the Irish Brigade 
would be landed in Ireland. But if Germany 
did not win in the war the Irish Brigade would 
be sent to America, and each man would get 
a bonus of £10 or upwards. If the evidence 
was correct there could be no difficulty in law 
in arriving at the conclusion that if those acts 
were committed with the intention of assistin 

the enemy, then the person who pBeveae rr, 
them was in law guilty of the offence charged. 
The leaflet, in respect of which there was a 
count in the indictment, was to the same 
effect. It stated that the Irish Brigade was 
to be formed and was to fight under an Irish 
flag, the men wearing a special distinctive 
Trish uniform, and being under Irish officers. 
It was said that some were persuaded to. join 
the Irish Brigade, among others Bailey, the 
person charged in the other bill of indictment. 
There were from a thousand up to 2,500 Irish 
soldiers at Limburg, and some fifty were 
seduced by this incitement to prove false to 
their allegiance.

_ What the claimants require, and should 
insist upon, is :—Ist—That the principles and 
practice of insurance companies in dealing 
with loss adjustments will be observed.

That losses will be fully recouped, whether 
the claimant was insured or not. 

If these oca are agreed upon as the 
basis of settlement, the claimants may expect 
fair and equitable treatment. The conditions 
of all fire policies provide for a reference in 
case of disagreement, each party nominating an 
arbitrator, and the two arbitrators appointing 
an umpire, whose decision should be final and 
binding in the. present case. Thus the 
claimant would be protected against possible 
arbitrary treatment, and a feeling of con. 
fidence would be engendered.

Mr. W. M. Hughes, Prime Minister of 
Australia, begarf here to-day a provincial 
tour which also includes Manchester, York, 
Sheffield, and Birmingham. In the Council 
Chamber, in the presence of a large gather- 
ing, the honorary treedom of the city was 
conferred upon him. When the new freeman 
was asked by the Lord Mayor to sign the roll 
of freemen there was an amusing contretempe. 
Neither pen nor ink was available. A re- 


sourceful Pressman came to the rescue with 
‘a fountain pen, with which 


Mr. Hughes 
signed the roll, amid laughter and cheers. 
Aiterwards the reporter was interviewed by 
several prospective purchasers of the pen, but 
declined to dispose of it. : 
Mr. Hughes, having signed the roll, said 
that this Satest evidence of the feelings of 
affection and love of the people of Great 
Britain for their kinsmen oversea made still 
more clear in his mind the fact that we had 
at last recognised our unity of interests, and 
that there was between the Dominion he re- 
presented and those other Dominions of the 
impire not less great, scattered all over the 
world, and this, the motherland, ties that no- 
thing could break save the incredibie louy of 
ourselves. (Cheers.) The war had done a 
great deal to bring about what neither per- 
suasion nor logic could accomplish. It, was 
clearly to our interest that we should present 
to the nations of the world a solid front, and 
coming out of one cradle, should; although

INTERNED IRISHMEN. 
At the outset of the proceedings, Mr. d. 
P. Farrell, M.P., said he wished to propose a 
resolution dealing with an important matter. 


“ He had had no opportunity of giving notice 


of the matter in consequence of recent oc- 
currences. He moved :— 

That whilst we deplore the recent) rebellion in 
Dublin, we are of opinion that the policy of whole- 
sale arrests in Ireland, including many men wholly 
innocent of any complicity in the lhfe rebellion, 
is a mistaken and provocative fe!) calculated to 
embitter feeling and cause irritation in all parts 
of the country; and we respectfully saggest to the 
Government that an immediate amnesty on 
and generons lines would be the best and surest 
guarantee of peace and good order in Ireland. 

Mr. Farrel] said that he proposed the reso- 
lution on public and national gropnds. They 
were aware, unfortunately, by reading the 
daily papers, that no less than 2,500 Irishmen 
were at present imprisoned in England, a 
great number of whom, even on. the confes- 
sion of the Government afterwards, had ha 
neither hand, act, nor part in the proceedings 
in Dublin. In addition to them, there were some 
fdir or ‘five hundred men interned in Dublin, 
on the flimsiest evidence brought from the 
country, without knowledge of any offence 
and kept without trial under circumstances 
provoking bitter feeling in the country. They 
all desired to see that feeling allayed as soon 
as possible. 

Mr, Hugh Barrie, M.P., rising to a@ point 
of order, said that the matter not being on 
the agenda, and being of a highly contro- 
mill character, he must ask the Vice- 
President to rule it out of order. 


The Vice-President said that since coming. 


into the room he ha | made up 
his mind that he could hot receive 
the motion. He ruled—and he was 
perfectly clear that he was right—that this 
was not a question for the Department of 
Agriculture. The Department had been out- 
side this business since the beginning. Its 
proceedings had never been called in question, 
The charge against the Department—if any— 
had yet to be made; and he did not think 
it would be wise for that Council to take 
part in those proceedings as a Council until 
things had gone much further. Until it was 
even suggested—he would not gay proven— 
that the Department, by any failure in its 
duty, or the performance of its duty, had led 
to these disasters, he ruled Mr. Farrell's mo- 
tion as not competent for the Council to con- 
sider—first, on the ground that it had been 
proposed without the slightest notice, and, 
secondly, on the ground that it introduced a 
question of a most burning character into 
their proceedings. He deplored more than 
anybody else what had taken place. But he 
did not think that it was their place to inter- 
fere with the Executive of the country. The 
Department was not part of the Executive; 
it was not part of what was commonly called 
Castle Government. It stood out distinctly 
on its own footing. It was not for him to ea 
at present where his sympathies were, e 
felt for the people who had lost and suffered 
so much—for the hundreds of people—(a 
Member—‘‘ Thousands”’)}—-who had been 
ruined. (Another Member—“‘And — the 
soldiers."’) He hoped that the Council would 
not be misunderstood, and that the public 
would not misunderstand the ruling that he 
gave. He ruled the whole matter incom- 
petent and irrelevant. 

Mr. Farrell asked the Vice-President to 
take the views of the Council. ' 

Mr. Russell said that a matter promulgated 
without notice was a matter purely for the 
Vice-President. It was laid down that “the 
Counci] of Agriculture shall meet at least 
once a year for the purpose of discussing mat- 
ters of public interest in connection with the 
performance of this Act.” He stood upon 
that, and upon the fact that it would be un- 
wise and injudicions. 

MR. RUSSELL’S ADDRESS. 

The Vice-President delivered his address. 
He said that the ordinary meeting of the 
Council of Agriculture had been summoned 
originally for an earlier date, but; had had to be 
uime owing tó the great calamity which 

ad befallen the country. It took place, 
however, within the normal period, and he 
wag glad it had been found possible for the 
Council to assemble in these grave and 
perilous times to perform duties which, 
always of great importance, had never been 
more important than at the present jancture. 
In the midst of abounding agricultural pros- 
perity, Mr. Russel) continued, Ireland has 
been overtaken Ly an insurrection or, as some 
people choose to call it, a rebellion, which has 
left a mark that will not easily be effaced. It 
was no part of his official duty to discuss this, 
one of the gravest incidents of our time. But 
there was one thing which be ry, ee CM 
to be said from the chair of that Council. The 
trouble was not of an agrarian character. In 
no part of the country, save, perhaps, the dis- 
trict of Athenry, in the West, did the farmers 
as a class appear to have had any connection 
with the insurrection. He mentioned this not 
only to place the situation in its true pro- 
fo but to bring out the welcome evi- 

e which the fact conveyed that the land 
legislation of the past had not entirely missed 
its mark. He urged farmers everywhere that 
they would best serve the coufitry by getting 


. back to the normal as soon a$ possible, and 


by bending all their energies to the work of 
food production, which was of etch real and 
Vital importance to the nation.

Mr. J. R. Campbell said that there Rad 
been a great increase in Ulster in cart. horse 
sires, and that, as a result of the war, the 
demand to get these sires into hunter-breed- 
ing districts, too, had become very great, 
‘while the demand for thoraughbred and 
hunter sires had everywhere fallen off.

, These animals proved too slow and 
delicate, and require too much food, for 
military purposes. The Department’s Ad- 
visory Committee were in favour of the pre- 
sent system of delimiting the areas in which 
particular breeds should be encouraged, and, 
after discussion, recommended that the pre- 
sent arrapgement~should be maintained, and 
that a ital might be made of a clean-legged 
cart horse of the Percheron breed. 
‘Mr. Ronaldson proposed, and Mr. P. J. 
O’Neill seconded, that it should be left to 
each County Committee to select the breed 
of horses subsidised”in their county. 

Mr. O’Regan proposed, and Mr. Slattery 
seconded, as a further amendment, that the 
Council approve and adopt the findings of 
the Department’s Advisory Committee on 


After a ey discussion, twenty-seven mem- 
bers voted for Mr. O’Regan’s amendment, 
thirty against; and three did not vote. It 
was accordingly lost.

OIL FROM MAIZE, 

Mr. Campbell reported that in recent years 
a new industry had arisen in Ireland—that of 
extracting, for commercial purposes, a por- 
tion of the oil from maize, analagdus to the 
industry of extracting oil from linseed. In 
consequence, there was now on the market 
oil-extracted maim, sold too often as pure 
whole maize meal. Oil-extracted maize was 
not so inferior as a cattle or pig food as ow 
supposed. The trade could not be stopped. 
If it were, the extraction would take place 
in Great Britain, and another industry would 
be lost to Ireland. Oil-extracted maize 
could, however, be sold for less than whole 
round maize, and the law required that an 
invoice, stating the percentage of oil and 
albuminoids, must be given. When such an 
invoice was not given, the Department were 

ared to prosecute, but this could not be 
one unless farmers brought to the Depart- 
ment’s notice such cases. 

On the motion of Mr. Barrie, the: Council 
thanked the Department for the action it 
had taken in the matter. 

The meeting next discussed the administra- 
tion of the Black Scab in Potatoes Order, the 
American Gooseberry Mildew Order, and 
Part II. (Agricultural Seeds) of the Weeds 
and Agricultural Seeds Act. 

Mr. Campbell said he hgd suggested to the 
chief of his department that the importation 
of seed potatoes from England and Scotland 
should be prohibited unless there was evi- 
dence that they came from a place that was 
unaffected with disease. The worst seed 
potatoes came from England. 

Mr. Barrie agreed with the suggested pro- 
hibition. 

Mr. Field, referring to sheep scab, said 
that the magistrates were to some extent re-

sponsible, owing to the small fines they im- | 


osed.

A similar resolution was proposed ap- 
proving of the Department’s measures in 
support of the Sheep Dipping Order. 

SHEEP DIPPING. 

Mr. M. Mescal proposed that the Council 
should request the Department to withdraw 
the Sheep Dipping (Appointment of In- 
spectors) Order immediately, or to suspend 
the Order during the war, on the ground of 
the heavy expense. 

Mr. Kennedy seconded the amendment. 
He described the administration of the Order 
as vexatious. 

The Vice-President said the question was: 
Were they to continue the sheep trade with 
England because they could not have it 
upon any terms they liked? They could not 
continue to send Roy sheep to England, 
because such sheep would not be taken. 

Mr. Mescal’s amendment was defeated by 
eighteen votes to eight. 

n the motion of Mr. Anthony Cassidy, 
the Council resolved that, with a view to en- 
couraging the growth of wheat, the Depart- 
ment should give loans to backward districts, 
in order to secure suitable milling facilities 
for residents in such. districts. : 

Mr. O'Gorman proposed that the Daylight 
Saving Act was unsuitsble to Ireland, as it 
disorganised the long-established hours of 
labour, and rendered dairying and agricul- 
ture more difficult, and, if persisted in, would 
certainly lead to a decrease in both. He 
said that there were some people who thought 
that the day was long enough already. They 
would not start work at five, but they would 
leave off at five i 

The Vice-President explained that the Act 
was a temporary measure; it was a mere ex- 
periment. It would work itself out in three 
months, and would have to be reconsidered. 
He thought the Council might take it for 
those three months. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Russell, proposed 
by Mr. Field, concluded the proceedings.
